A PROCLAMATION 


Containing his Majefties Gracious Pardon and Indemnity. 


CZ FABNRYD HARLE S the Second, by the Grace of GOD, King of Scotland, England, France and Ireland. Defender 
ED 00 en SY of the Faith, evc. To all and {ſundry Our good Subjects whom thele prelents do of may concern, Greet- 
FEES ing: Thejuſt Reſentments We have of the rebellious courſes taken by ſome in that Our ancient King- 
dom.of Scor/aed, by poiſoning Our people with Principles inconſiftent with true Piety, and all Hu- 
2 mane S-ci2ty, as well as with Our Royal Government, and of the humorous Factions of others, who 
J (under pretext cf re-prelentiny Grievances to Us) have moft. unjuſtly, both in Scorlapd and England, 
” Detfamed our Jucicarures of Scotland, and thereby weakened Our Authority, therein repreſented 
pes All which, did not hinder Us from endeavouring toquiet the one by Our late Proclamation ;. and the 
other by 2 publick Hearing and Debate: And being moſt deſirous to cover all the Imperfections of Our Subjz&s, and 
to reftrove the Fears and jealouſies, whence they proceed; We have therefore, by Our Royal Authority, and the un- 
doubted Preragativeof Our Crown, thought fit (with the Advice of Our Privy Council) to Indemnifie, Remit and 
Pardon (wich-the Excentions after [pecified) all ſuch as have been at Field, or Houle-Conventicles, all fuch as are guil- 
ty of irregular adminiſtration of the Sacraments, and other Schiſmatick Diſorders , all ſuch as have been engaged in the 
Rebellion, 4565. Or the late Rebellion this preſent Year of God, 1679. All ſuch as have Spoken, Writtef, Rrinted 
Publithed, or diſperſed any Traitefous Speechggs infamous Libels, or Paſquils , all ſich as have miſ-repreſented any of 
Our Judicatures, Servants, or Subjects, or have adviſed any thing contrary to Our Laws; all ſuchas have maleyerſed..in; 
anypublick Station, or Truſt : and generally, alt ſuch as are lyable to.any purſuit, for any Cauſe, or Occaſion, /'re 
liting to any publick Adminiſtration, by Contrivances,” Actings, Oppoſttions, or otherways preceeding the date hereof. 
Declaring the generallity of theſe Preſents, to be effectual to all intents and purpoſes, as if every Circumſtance of every 
the foreſaid Delinguencies,: or Mii-demeanours were particularly and ſpecially here inſerted ; and as if every of the perſons 
thar might be challenged and purſued for the ſame, had a Remiſhon under Our great Seal, or an A of Indemnity paſt ja 
his favours. Diſcharging any of Our Officers, or Subjects, to purſue any perlon or perſons upon any ſuch Accounts, ei- 
ther 44 v:adiitam publicam vel privitam, or to upbraid them therewith, And Commanding all Our Judges to Interpret thi 
Our Remiſſion and Indemnity, with all poſſible latitude and favour, as they will be anſwerable to Us upon their higheſs 
perits. Excepting ſuch as are al-e1dy farefauiced by Oar Parliaments, or Our Crimiaal Court, fined by Our Privy Cou 
£il ; and ſuch-who being fined by Inferiour Judicatures, have payed, or tranſacted for their fines, in fo far as concerns theit 
reſpe&ive fines, ſo impoled : Excepting allo, all ſuch-Heretors and Miniſters, who have been 1a the late Rebellion, or 
were contrivers thereof, and ſuch Heretors as have contributed thereto, by Levies of Men or Money , and excepting like 
wiſe ſuch as obeyed not Our, and Nur Councils Proclamation, in afliſting in; Our Hoſt ; to be purſued for that their De- 
linquency, according to Law ; and ſuch perſons as have threatned, or abuſed any of the Orthodox Clergy, or 2ny of Our 
good Subjzs for aflilting Us, in ſuppreſliag the lace Rebellion z; and that, ſince Our Proclamation : dated the twenty! 
ninth day. of Fuze, laſt paſt : Which Indemnity We do grant to thoſe who were ingaged in the late Rebellion , provided 
that.they ſhall appear before ſuch as Our Privy Council ſhall nominate,betwixt and the dyets following,»/s.thele that are with- 
mM this Kingdom, betwixt and theeighteenth day of Seprember,and theſe that are furth thereof, betwixt and the thirteenth of* 
November next to come,and enact themſelves,never to carry Arms againſt Us, orOurAuthority,and with expreſs condition,that 
if ever they ſhall be at any Field-conventicle, or ſhall do any violence to any of Our Orthodpx Clergy, this Our Indemnity ſhall 
not he uſeful to ſuch Tranſgreſſors any manner of way , as it ſhall not be to any for private Crimes, ſuch as Murders, Aſaſſ- 
nations; Thefts, Adulteries, thz fines and denunciations thereof, and ſuch like as never uſe to be comprehended under ge- 
eral Acts of Indemnity , and particularly the Execrable Murder of the late Arch-biſhop of Sr. Andrews: Nor to ſuch as 
were appointed to becarryed to the Plantations, by our Letter, dated the twenty ninth day of Fane laft,though their lives 
be by this Our Royal Proclamation alſo, ſecured unto them, in manner, and upon the conditions above-mentioned, But leſt 
the hope of Impunity ſhould embolden the malicious to future diſorders > Wedo hereby Command Our Privy Council, and 
all Qur other Judicatures, to purſue and puniſh will all the ſeverity that Zaw can allow, all ſuch as. ſhall hereafter threaten 
or abuſe the Orthodox Clergy, murmure againſt Our Judicatures , or Offers, or ſhill make, publiſh, print, or diſperſe Ly- 
bels, or Paſquils-, theſe being the fore-runners of all Rebellions, and which, by detaming Authority, do diſappoint all 
its juſt and neceſſary Methods. And tothe end, all Our good Subje&ts may have notice of this Our Royal Will and Pleaſure, 
We do hereby Command Our Lyon King at Arms, and his Brethren Heraulds, Macers, Purſevarts, and Meſſengers at 
Arms, to make timous Intimation hereof, at the Mercat Croſs of Edinburgh, and other places needful. Given at Our Court 
at Viudſor Caſtle, the twenty ſeventh day of Fly, one thouſand fix hundred ſeventy and nine. And of our Reign, the thirtigt
